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Through mock accident demonstration 
Students watch tragedy unfold

Elba High School juniors and 
seniors got more than they real- 
ly expected last Wednesday 
morning, March 29,-when they 
attended an annual “prom prom- 
ise” assembly. 

In year’s past, the assembly 
has allowed emergency person- 
nel to speak to studénts regard- 


ing the dangers of drinking and. 


driving before students sign a 
“prom promise” pledging not to 
drink and drive during prom 
activities. The request remained 
the same this year, but the mes- 
sage was much stronger. 

Instead of the routine talk and 
promise, the juniors and seniors 
were hit head-on with a very 
realistic demonstration of a 
mock-accident. 

The scene was set for the 
audience through the playing of 
an audio recording. As the 
sound of screeching tires filled 
the air, student . participants 
uncovered two wrecked. vehi- 
cles revealing some of their fel- 
low classmates as accident vic- 
tims. 

The mood of the student audi- 
ence seemed rather upbeat ‘at 
this point as some chuckles 
could be heard; however,’ that 
mood quickly changed as emer- 
gency personnel began respond- 
ing to:the scene.

To whom it may concern: 

We hear of elder abuse in the 
news morestimes than we can 
count. But it hits home when it 
is our own family that is being 
abused. Abuse comes in many 
forms, the abuse I speak of 
today is when you take away 
things that they strive daily to 
live for. As people get older 
their individual needs change. 
Our bodies don’t hold out forey- 
er like we wish they did. 

My husband's grandmotliér 
came to live with us after hurri- 
cane Ivan about two years ago. 
At that time she was able to fix 
herself something to eat, daily 
hygiene, and get about pretty 
well with a walker being that 
she is paralyzed on her right 
side from a car accident she was 
in back in the 1950’§. 

She has had to deal with being 
disabled for most of her adult 
life. Her strive for life at the 
time was being able to go to 
church and attend the Zion 
Chapel senior citizen center two 
days a week to Visit with friends 
and socialize. She had been 
attending the senior center for 
about as long as it has been 
open, 

When she lived in her own 
home, someone from the center 
would come pick her up and 
bring her back home. After she 
moved in with us, she continued 
to go to the center on a regular 
basis. Since she has lived with

us, she has had a stroke in her 
left eye of which was her only 
good eye. She now has little 
vision in that eye. The doctors 
tell us that there is nothing they 
can do for her eye; there is just 
simply too much damage. Also, 
she is now a patient of southern 
care hospice. 

Being handicapped from her 
accident, many years ago and 
loosing her eyesight has put a 
real strain on her strive for life, 
But going to the senior center is 
something she has always 
looked forward too. She would 
always be ready and waiting for 
the driver to pick her up, 

’ All this came to an end a few 
weeks ago, 

On March 7th, Mfrs.) Jodi 
Millette, director for the center, 
called her and asked if she was 
coming that day. She told her 
yes that she was already rey 
to come. 

My. husband’s recidalbdiad 
had lost her balance and althost 
fell the Friday before attempting 
to get into the van to come 
home. Mrs. Millette said that 
she just wanted to make sure she 


was coming, 

My grandmother-in-law went 
to the center that day, and before 
it was time to bring her home, 
Mrs. Millette told her that she 
was no longer going to bé able 
to come unléss my husband and 
I provided the transportation for 
her, That being that she was a 
fall risk, it was too’ much of a 
risk for the driver to handle. 

I believe this conversation 
should have been handled in a 
more professional manner, Mrs, 
Millette discussed this in front 
of other members of the center, 
instead of in private. My hus- 
band and:I did not receive any 
phone call or visit from Mrs. 
Millette concerning this issue, 

I personally called’ Mrs. 
Millette that same day; she 
informed me that the center was 
not equipped with wheelchair 
atcessible transportation. So | 
made a phone call to Mr. Wilson 
Mobley. He also stated that 
there was no wheelchair acces-
